The ever-increasing volume of trade 
between Israel and_ Britain is 
reflected in the figures for the . ten 
months ended October 31, which have 
just become available. These show 
that a new trade peak has been 
reached. | 

The United Kingdom exported 
goods and materials valued at 
£10,814,096 to Israel. Re-exports 
amounted to a further £712,765, 

In the same period the United 
Kingdom imported goods valued at 
£11,501,155 from Israel. The trade 
figures for November and December 
are bound to show a sharp increase 
because of the import of Israeli citrus 


fruit. 


Last year—when a new record of 
Israeli-British trade was established— 
the comparable figures were: British 
to Israel, £9,170,758: re- 
exports, £754,228; British imports 
from Israel, £10,367,684,

Israel now about 300 
operational front-line aircraft and 1s 
considered by experts to be more 
than a match for the air force of. the 
United Arab Republic. 

Most of the Israeli aircraft are of 
French or British origin. Their latest 
‘planes are French and include the 


Vautour tactical bomber with a top . 


speed of 686 m.p.h., reputedly better 
than the Canberra, and the Mystere 
IV and Ouragan jet fighters. Mustangs 
and Mosquitos are available for 
ground support, and Meteors are used 
for training. Israel has_ recently 
shown interest in the new French 
Mirage 3A _ interceptor-fighter 
which has a speed twice that of sound, 

The U.A.R. Air Force 1s compar- 
able to Israel’s in numbers. The losses 
of the Suez campaign have largely 
been made good and Nasser now has 
available in Egypt and Syria 210 MiG 
17 jet interceptors, 20 MiG 15s, also a 
jet fighter, 50 Hyushins which carry 
about three tons of bombs, and about 
40 Soviet transport carriers. 

Israeli superiority is mainly in air- 


crews and maintenance, even though 


‘many of the Egyptian pilots have 
undergone training in Russia. 

All the other Arab States have 
small air forces. Iraq has fifteen of 
the latest Hunters, a squadron of 
Vampires and Venoms, and some 
Furies, Reports that Soviet MiGs are 
being acquired have not been 
confirmed. 

Jordan’s small air force is made up 
of a squadron of Vampires and a 
squadron of Hunters, but because of 
aircrew difficulties only one squadron 
can be manned. To overcome this 
problem crews are believed to be in 
training in Britain. 

Lebanon has a squadron of Vam- 

ires and some _ obsolete Italian 

ombers, but is reported to be buying 
Hunters. Saudi Arabia has a 
squadrons of F86 Sabre jet fighters.

Seven of 
the Egyptian fighters were compelled 
to retreat into Egyptian territory. The 
eighth Egyptian ‘plane was hit and 
was seen crashing just inside Egyptian 
territory. 


Colonel Ezer Weizmann, the chief . 


of the Israeli Air Force, said that 


MiGs. and Ilyushins of the United 


Arab Republic Air Force had several 
times in the past few weeks violated 
Israeli air space in the north and in 
the south of the country. It was diffi- 
cult to intercept the Arab ‘planes 
because the country is. so small and 
they could escape across the border 
before the Israeli “planes reached 
them. “But,” he said, “we knew 
that if we waited patiently the day 
would come when we would engage 
them.”

The United States  Export- 
Import Bank has announced that it 
has authorised credits totalling 
1£15,000,000 to 16 borrowers in 
Israel. 


The funds are derived ftom the 
sale of surplus United States farm 
produce to Israel for local currency. 
Four of the credits totalling 
1£5,800,000 will be used to provide 
Storage facilities for more than 
100,000 tons of wheat © grain 
imported annually from the United 
States. ‘The other loans are to be 
made to firms producing goods rang- 
ing from motor-car parts to chemical 
products and furniture. 

One of the _ biggest credits, 
1£3,410,000, will go to Kaiser-Frazer 
of Israel, Limited, to finance the com- 
pletion of an automatic stamping 
plant and the construction of an 
engine-building plant.

FEW POLISH JEWS 
LEAVING RUSSIA

Only a trickle of Polish Jews are 
now coming back from the Soviet 


Union, and there is anxiety lest the 
repatriation of Jews from the U.S.S.R. 
may soon end. The Soviet authorities 


are reported to be placing numerous 
obstacles in the way of Polish Jews 
still in Russia, and making their. 
Only two Jewish 
arrived back from the 


-It is estimated that there are still 


between 40,000 and 50,000 Polish 
Jews in the Soviet Union, the majority 
of them in remote Siberia. ‘ 


By the agreement signed two years 


ago between the Polish Government 


and the U.S.S.R., all Polish citizens 
who have been living in Russia since 
the Second World War were to be 
repatriated by the end of 1958. It 
was estimated then that about half a 
million people would benefit by this

agreement, among. them some 75.000 
Jews. . Altogether about 200,000 have 
returned during the past two years, 
25,000 of them Jews. 

The fact that Jews were included in 
the agreement was due, according to 
reliable reports, to special efforts by 
Mr. Gomoulka, the Polish Party 
leader, who insisted that a ‘ Jewish 
clause’. should be included in the 
agreement. By a new arrangement 
the Soviet authorities have agreed to 
extend the period of repatriation for 
another year, but are reported to have 
insisted On a “watering down” of 
the Jewish clause. 

As a result of this attitude, Polish 
consulates in the U.S.S.R., Moscow. 
Leningrad, and remoter areas are 
believed to have been warned not to 
intervene any longer on behalf of 
Polish Jews desiring to be repatriated.

UNRULY CHILDREN WARNED 
Disruption” at Kosher School-Meals 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Parents of children who are per- 
sistently unruly at the centres of the 
Kosher School-Meals. Service in 
sLondon may be asked to stop send- 
ing the children to the meals. This 
warning was given at a meeting of the 
Council of the Service last week by 
the Hon. Secretary, Mr. N. Rubin. 

Mr. Rubin told members that in 
the past few weeks six girls had “ dis- 
rupted things” at the Wembley Syna- 
gogue centre during meal times. 

A discussion on this subject started 
when Mr. A. Blitz (Wembley) stated 
that the executive of the service 
should look into the question of 
having centralised control of disci- 
pline, quality of food, and wastage. 

“ This is an enormous problem. 1 
consider that a certain code of conduct 
should be maintained and it should 
emanate from this council,” he said. 
He maintained that the service was - 
failing because of a lack of centralised 
control and because of the haphazard 
way in which these centres were being 
run by mémbers of the local com- 
munities concerned, 

Several members of the council 
spoke of the high quality of the meals 
served and of the large quantity avail- 
able for children. It was felt 


generally by the council that members 

of Synagogue Ladies’ Guilds, and' 
the ministers, could take more interest 

in the service and ensure that children 

ate their meals and did not become 

unruly. It was pointed out that 

invitations to attend the council meet- 

ing had been sent to twelve Ladies’ 

Guilds. Only two had sent representa- 

tives that evening. | 

In his report, the Chairman, Mr. 
H. Gerstler, spoke of the newly 
opened central kitchens at Portobello 
Road. He. said that satisfactory 
reports concerning the meals served 
from this kitchen had come from 
many districts. 

Negotiations were proceeding, he. 
added, for the opening of further 
centres, but the delay was being 
caused by local synagogues not 
supplying the service with adequate 
information as to the names of 
children and schools to be covered. 
It was anticipated that final agreement 
would soon be received from the 
Middlesex County Council for the 
opening of the Hendon Centre. At 
present Hendon children attended the 
Golders Green Centre. 

Presenting the accounts for the 
year ending April, 1958, the Joint 
Treasurer, Mr. E, J. N. Nabarro, said 
that there was a total deficit of 
£2.500.

For the ten days 
of the School a_ detailed daily 
schedule has been prepared, Although 
the participants are all on holiday 
from school, “reveille” is at 7.30 
and all are expected to attend three 
lectures every morning.

CENTENARY OF 
EMANCIPATION 


Jewish Attitude 
Recalled

* All emancipation from without is 
incomplete unless we emancipate our- 
This statement first 
appeared in THE JEwisH CHRONICLE'S 
editorial comment in October, 1847. It 
was quoted again last week by Mr. 
Israel Finestein, when he spoke on 
“ Anglo-Jewish Opinion during the 
Emancipation (1828-58),” in the 
Stern Hall, Seymour Place, W.1. 

He was addressing a combined 
meeting of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England and the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, called in 
commemoration of the centenary of 
the admission of Jews. into Parlia- 


ment, 


It was sometimes assumed, con- 
tinued Mr. Finestein, that the emanci- 
pation of Anglo-Jewry was the result 
of a unanimous effort by a concerted 
community, which gave its approval 
to every new development. This, 
however, was not so. Apart from 
that large section of the community 
which regarded the campaign with 
-apathy,. there were also those who 
were actively hostile to the concep- 
tion of complete emancipation. 

Some’ alleged that the demands 
made by the campaign were causing 
the emancipationists to neglect their 
communal duties. Others feared that 
emancipation might divert the Jewish 
mind from Jewish religious issues, and 
thus lead to excessive assimilation. 
There were others, too—and_ these 
constituted the largest group—who 
preferred to tread warily in the 
struggle for emancipation. The Board 
of Deputies generally allied itself to 
this last group, and proceeded with 
a caution which aroused a certain 
amount of criticism from _ the 
emancipationists, 


REFUGEES STILL 
NEED HELP 


Employment Problem 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The beginning of 1959 will mark 
for about 1,700 Jews from Hungary 
and for a‘ similar number of exiles 
from Egypt the third year of refuge 
in this country. But virtually. none 
of them will see the new year from 
the gloomy vantage point of a refugee 
hostel. | 

During the last two years almost 
all of the refugees have been taken 
out of the camps and resettled among 
the Jewish communities in London 
and the provinces. The job is by no 
means yet completed—proper accom- 
modation for families is still a prob- 
lem, and suitable employment is 
getting harder to obtain, because of 
the economic recession, while only a 
selected few were given the oppor- 
tunity to emigrate further overseas. 

It seems that the Egyptian Jews 
have been better (and quicker) at 
integrating themselves into the com- 
munity, helped along financially (like 


the Hungarians) by the Central British - 


Fund, and socially and religiously by 
the Sephardim in this country. I am 


_teld by Mr. David Mellows, Secretary 


to the Congregation of Spanish and 
Portguese Jews in London, that the 
process of social integration had now 
gone so far that the Anglo-Egyptian 
Society, which had been set up to 
bring it about, was being disbanded 
and its activities and members incor- 
porated into the  old-established 
Sephardi Society. 

The Central British Fund is still 


the main source of financial assistance 


for the many refugees who still 
need it. It is good news for them 
that the C.B.F. had just decided that 
however necessary its assistance may 
be in other parts of the Jewish world 
requirements at home will still receive 
first priority. 

The appeal of the C.B.F. for 
£200,000, launched in February, 1957. 
has so far reached £120,000, but Miss 


Joan Stiebel, the Organising Secretary, . 


tells me that it will be reactivated 
in the new year. 


PROGRESS IN ALIYA 
FROM BRITAIN 


By a JewtsH CHRONICLE Reporter 


Satisfaction with the increase in 
aliya from this country was expressed 
by spokesmen of the Aliya Depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency who 
assured me that they are pleased 
with the progress of the scheme. 

Since the inception of the present 
campaign the numbers have risen 
enormously. In 1956 the number 
amounted to 193. A year later the 
figure rose to 447, while the 1958 
figure has reached 503. Apart from 
those who emigrate to Israel through 
the recognised Jewish Agency 

channels, I was told, about 50 people 
go to Israel each year as tourists and 
then decide to Stay... .

THE DESERTED EAST END 


Synagogue Amalgamation U rged 


By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


“There are many derelict and 
deserted Orthodox Synagogues in the 
East End of London,” said Dr. P. 
Steinberg, President of the Congrega- 
tion of Jacob. “If we could only 

- amalgamate the smaller synagogues in 
the area, we could show what the 
East End could look like,” said Mr. 
M. Lederman, President of the 
Federation of Synagogues, to which 
the Congregation of Jacob is affiliated. 

Both were speaking on Sunday at 
the reconsecration of the Congrega- 
tion of Jacob Synagogue. This has 
been amalgamated with the Chevra 
Yisroel and Bikur Cholim for some 
years now ; and the synagogue, at 351 
Commercial Road, is not derelict any 
more. It was repaired and redeco- 
rated, at the cost of £1,000 (of which 
£750 was a loan from the Federation). 

Yet, it is almost deserted, Little 
more than a minyan of people (out of 
a joint membership of around 380) 
attend the Sabbath services there. And 
there is no minister ; 

(including Sunday’s reconsecration) 
are conducted by the Chazan, the 
Rev, M, Zlotsky,.

About 150.people saw the redeco- 
rated synagogue reopened by its Pre- 
sident, Dr. Steinberg, and Vice-Pre- 
sident, Dr. D, M. Godfrey, and 
heard Rabbi P. Braceiner (of the 
Montague Road Beth Hamedrash) 
deliver the sermon. 

Mr. Lederman, who presented the 
two leaders of the congregation with 
gold keys of the synagogue, said 
that they could still revive and rebuild 
the Jewish East End despite the 
gloomy prophecies of the critics who 
advised them to desert the area and 
move to the North-West, 


Dr. Steinberg spoke in sorrow of 
the many Orthodox Synagogues in the 
East End which were derelict and 
deserted, and said that the only place 
of worship in the area which attracted 
“reasonable attendances” was the 
Bernhard Baron (Reform and Liberal) 
Settlement in Berner Street. Having 
criticised THE JEwisH CHRONICLE for

A big “If” dominates the front 
cover of a black-and-orange 
Mizrachi leaflet which entered my 
letter box recently. A bigger “ if” 
must be set against the blurb inside. 
The Mizrachi, I always thought, 
took their stand on the impregnable 
rock of strict Orthodoxy, funda- 
mentalist, unchanging. This leaflet 
gives us a collection of smooth 
words suggesting not the thunders 
of Sinai but the slickness of the ad- 
man. You are asked to join the 
Mizrachi IF you believe that the 
spirit which governs the State of 
Israel “ must have its roots in the 


sacred traditions of our past.” That — 


is cloudy enough to mean anything. 
The phrase would be endorsed by 
every one of the Zionist parties ; 
it gives no notion of what the 
Mizrachi stands for. 

Again, by joining the Mizrachi 
“you will give effective support to 
a State of Israel specifically Jewish 


in character, whilst maintaining 


freedem of conscience of the indivi- 
dual.” The authors may have the 
mental reservation that “ specifi- 
cally Jewish” means “strictly 
Orthodox,” but surely they know 
that their readers are less subtle. 


And when they specify “freedom 


of conscience ” do they include free- 
dom to act on one’s conscience, 
e.g., by running public transport on 
the Sabbath or by organising for 
public worship as one pleases?’ 
Shopkeepers sometimes use the 
“loss leader” technique—advertising 
goods at a loss in order to get people 
into the store. Are the Mizrachi 
sacrificing their old principles, or are 
they just mis-describing their goods ?

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE SONG OF THE SEA 


oT only man but all nature 
praises God. Our Bible: is 
. full of this teaching. One 


of the most magnificent of our 
Jewish hymns carried on this idea: 
“Tf our mouths were filled with 
song as the sea... we should yet 
be unable to offer sufficient thanks 
unto thee, O Lord our God.” Our 


fathers did not see God revealed 


only through nature, nor were they 
pantheists; that is to say, they 
denied emphatically that God is in 
everything. To the Jew God is 
the Creator and therefore not a 
part Himself of His Creation. 
They believed, as we do, that the 
world, as well as man, is a Revela- 
tion of God. The author of 
Psalm xix makes this very plain: 
“The heavens declare the Glory 
of God.” More wonderful still are 
the words in Isaiah’s vision—so 


familiar im the Kedusha of the 


Prayer Book: “The whole earth 
is filled with His glory.” No won- 
der at all that Jewish teaching 
points to the glories and opportuni- 
ties of this life, in this world, and 
insists that all life can be, and 
Should be, made holy. 


THE old so-called proofs of God's 

existence mean little to the 
Jew, for the .world itself is proof 
enough. God is not merely the 
Creator. He is far more than this. 
He is also T23WA the Spirit that 
dwells in the hearts of men, and 
in the works of His Creation. All 
things, that is to say, are His wit- 


nesses. So although man feels in 
the Presence of God more at some 
times and jn some places than jp 
others, he .is always there. He 
cannot get away from His Presence 
Primitive man felt the presence of 
spirits all about him, but they were 
to him: hostile forces, of which he 
was afraid. We are also surrounded 
by Spirit, but it is One, and we 
are not afraid. 
[T is not merely by the Spirit, Bus 
also by the things of the Spirit, 
which constitute. the material, 
physical world, that man lives. We 
wonder, then, whether the old 
cleavage. the old gulf between 
matter and spirit, is real after alh 
Perhaps each is a manifestation, 
a revelation of the other. The 
Jew has been taught that all fife 
is ome because one God created if, 
Therefore it is not strange that the 
whole earth is filled with the glory 
of God. ft is even a commonplace 
to believe that the song of the sea 
and the wind In the trees praise 
God, and that, in the words of 
Job, “The morning stars sing 
together.” ‘True, nature has stiff 
terrors for man, for the miner; the 
farmer, the sailor, but these have to 
be accepted, and indeed. they are 
being progressively overcome. The 
world will never be easy for man 
to live in. That appears fo be very 
far from the purposes of God. -All 
the same, we have our several parts 
to play: and whether im joy or in 
sorrow, in life or in death, in 
matter or in spirit, God is still with 


us, and will never leave Himself 


without witnesses.

NO BIBLICAL SUPPORT 
EOR DISCRIMINATION

There is no support for racial dis- 
crimination in Jewish tradition, Rabbi 
Dr. L. Jacobs told a meeting at the 
New West End Synagogue Communal 
Centre last week. Racjalists whe tried 
to make use of Biblical passages in 
support of discrimination between 
man and man and of the theory of 
superiority of one race or nation 
above others would find no real justi- 
fication im Jewish teaching or in Jewish 
tradition. 

Referring to the fact that the Dutch 
Reform Church in South Africa and 
other racialists tried to justify their 
racial concepts by mvoking passages 
from the Jewish holy 
Rabbi Jacobs said: “ We do not con- 
duct our lives as Jews on the basis of 
one or another of the Biblical passages 
alone : we have a tradition of the oral 
law for the application and interpre- 
tation of the Bible.”

CALL FOR MERGER 
OF SYNAGOGUES 


Rabbi’s Appeal. 


By a Correspondent 


A strong plea for unity and har- 
mony in the community was made by 
Rabbi G. Ellinson in his sermon at 
the Yeshurun Synagogue, on Shabbat. 

Rabbi Ellinson said that while a 
case might be made out for the con- 
tinued separate existence of the Adath 
Yisroel and certain independent 
synagogues, there ought to be a 
merger between the United Synagogue 
and the Federation of Synagogues. 

Often, he said. religious youth 
Organisations in this country were 
affiliated to parent bodies of a distinct 
political orientation. This meant that 
instead of children spending their 
recreational hours in a_ religious 
environment they were subjected to 
political indoctrination, sometimes 
nominal, and sometimes real. 

Turning to communal organisa- 
tion, Rabbi Ellinson said that of 
course where there were differences of 
principle so-called “tolerance” was 
misplaced. There was no scope for 
common endeavour between Ortho- 
dox and non-Orthodox synagogue 
bodies. However. where the differ- 
ences were essentially organisational, 
one must question whether the result- 
ing advantages and competition 
merited continued separatism, with its 
duplication of effort and cost. 

While the raison d’étre of the 
Adath Yisroel could perhaps be found 
in the unique atmosphere pervading 
its synagogues, there was no material 
or spiritual dilference between the 
United Synagogue and the Federa- 


tion of Synagogues, he said.

Talk to Children 


The special Jewish interest in the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights was the theme of a talk by 


Mr. J. Halevy, the Chairman of. the | 


World Jewish Congress, British 
Section, to the pupils of the J.F.S. 
Secondary School and their guests 
from the Clapton and Hillel House 
Jewish Day Schools, recently. 

Mr. Halevy said that one of the 
the United Nations 
Organisation was to see that such 


‘things as the killing by the Nazis of 


six million Jews did not happen again. 

Although they, as English Jews, 
existed in considerable freedom, he 
said, they should appreciate that there 
were Jews in other places whose rights 
were not protected. There was the 
case in particular of the Arab coun- 
tries. Inthe great land of Soviet 
Russia, which endeavoured to do 
wonderful things for the mass of its 
people, Jews were not free to talk 


about Israel or their desire to go 
there. They themselves lived in one 
of the centres where the greatest free- 
dom of the individual existed, yet even 
here in Britain those freedoms did not 
fully satisfy those set down in the 
Declaration of Human Rights. 

Their own people had provided the 
basis of human rights, for from the 
Jewish people had come the Ten 


Commandments, which had made the . 


first declaration;

Colonel Ramati, who is en rout 
from the United States to Israel, came 
to London to visit his father, Dr 
Gustav Rosenberg, a lawyer. Colone 
Ramati was born in Poland 34 years 
ago, but was brought up in: Britain 
He studied at Oxford, and during the 
last war was a Captain in the Gordo 
Highlanders. He went to Israel j 
1948 and took part in the Arab-Israeli? 
War and was twice wounded. 

He told me that the strength of the 
Israeli Army had definitely increased 
in regard to training, organisation 
and weapons. The State was now ing 
the position that she could obtaing 
more arms than she could pay for 

When I asked him whether there 
was any part of the Israeli forces 
which still needed  strengthening,® 
Colonel Ramati said: “No army is 
ever complacent. We Israelis do not® 
want to leave a dangerous vacuum. 
We do not want the Arabs to have 
certain armaments which we do not® 
have. We have to keep up at_leas 
in quality with their arms, 
moment the Arab States think we can® 
take them on—and they are probably 
right.” 

Colonel Ramati said that the Isracli®T 
Army had certain unigue features. 
Many Africans were now studying its® 
organisation. Its main purpose was® 
to act as a deterrent to the Arab® 
States, but it also had major. tasks® 


in regard to the ingathering of thee 


exiles, such as education, integration,® 
and development.

OFFER TO ARAB REFUGEES 
More British Action Urged 


The speech of Mr.- Abba Eban 
in the United Nations General 
Assembly’s Political Committee on 
November 17 was mentioned by Mr. 
E. W. SHort (Lab., Newcastle upon 
Tyne, Central) in the Commons on 
Monday of last week. 

He asked whether, following this 
speech, the Government would take 
the initiative in seeking a solution fo 
the Middle East refugee problem. 

Commander ALLAN NOBLE, Minis- 
ter of State for Foreign Affairs, 
replied that it was a problem prin- 
cipally for the United Nations, of 
which the Relief and Works Agency 
was a subsidiary body. 

On December 10 the Special Poli- 
tical Committee of the General 
Assembly had adopted a resolution 
urging the need for more funds for 
the Agency, progress in rehabilita- 
tion projects; and consultations 
regarding repatriation and compensa- 
tion of refugees. The British Govern- 
ment had co-sponsored the resolution.

What is the position of the Jews in Biro-Bidjan today? Is _ the 
number of Jews settled there on the increase, or is it declining? And 


what are the chances of any new settlers arriving there? Do the settlers . 


lead a really Jewish life? And how far has the Soviet Govefnment kept 
its promise to make this area a fully autonomous Jewish province with 
a truly national Jewish cultural life as is being enjoyed by other minorities 
in the U.S.S.R.? These questions have been revived in many parts of 
the world in view of the reports from Moscow that Mr. Khruschev is 


to raise afresh the issue of Biro- 
Bidjan before the next Party Congress 
in Moscow towards the end of next 
month. 

Several attempts made by foreign 
visitors, including Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, to obtain an official ‘reply 
from Moscow to these vital questions 
have all failed. But what amounts to 
an unofficial answer, and one which 
is regarded as an authentic report 
on Biro-Bidjan and the present 
position of the Jews there, has just 
appeared in one of the leading Polish 
weeklies, SwiaT (“ The World”). Two 
of the paper’s leading reporters spent 
a month in the autonomous Jewish 
region, and the first article on the 
subject gives the reader a gloomy 
picture of the disappearance of Jewish 
religious life and rapid assimilation, 

From statistics gathered during 
their . visit and discussions with the 
local authorities, Jewish and non- 
Jewish, it appears that the number of 
Jews in the city of Biro-Bidjan is 
about 20,000—half the total. A few 
thousand “more live in Obluche, 
another large city, and there are some 
scattered in the villages. There is no 
rabbi. The large synagogue, built in 
1947, was burned down two years 
ago. The new one is a simple build- 
ing, and religious functions are carried 
on by the chazan, who, the corre- 


spondents write, is a person “ without 


full qualifications.” 


Having made an appointment to. 


visit the synagogue and to meet the 
chazan, but being unable to keep. it 
in time, the Polish reporters spent 
some hours looking for him late in 
the evening. ‘We found him,” they 


write, “at the other end of the town . 


in a wooden building with a long 
corridor, where from every door 
Jewish faces looked out in some 
bewilderment and reminded us of the 
days and the atmosphere’ which 
prevailed when one used to look for 


a Jewish tailor in a pre-war Galician 


town.’ 
Show of Faith 
For their benefit he staged what 


| must be called a “ little show ” to con- 


vince them that religious functions 
had not altogether disappeared. He 
put on the light in the synagogue, 
dressed himself in his tallit, and 
although he did this in a melancholy 
fashion and with. a strange, sad look 
in his eyes, he sang for them certain 
religious songs. Another Jew, eating 
semechki (Polish nuts), entered the 
Synagogue, and asked in a_ loud 


voice: “Are you praising God or 


doing business?” He was repri- 
manded by the chazan, who told him 
to stop spitting in the House of God 
and to speak quietly. The newcomer 
disregarded the chazan’s warning. He 
said that his daughters had gone to 
Israel, but that he was now in receipt 
of-a pension and had decided to siay, 
because it was “much better here 
than before.” 

Asked how many people attended 
the synagogue, the chazan said that 
during Yom Kippur and Succot about 
fifty attended services. “ Were there 


young people among them?” 
1 The chazan, once a native of a little 


town near Vilna, thought for a while 
and said, reluctantly: “No, there 


‘were none.” 


Although the inscription on the 


main station is still in Yiddish. and 


so is the plaque on the State admini- 
strative building, there is no longer 
any Jewish school. There were once 
two: a Jewish primary and a 
grammar school. But both “ were 
liquidated in the post-war years.” 
Informed of the existence and 
development of Yiddish schools in 
Poland as part of the cultural rights 
of the Jewish minority there, the 
representatives of the Polish paper 
were anxious to learn what position 


| Yiddish still enjoys in the Autono- 


mous Region. The Mayor of Biro- 
Bidjan, a non-Jew, in answer to their 
question why the two Jewish schools 
were liquidated, replied: “ Because 
the parents preferred to send their 
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children to Russian schools.” The 
reason he gave for this decision was 
that this gave the children “a better 
chance to continue their education.” 
However carefully the Polish report 
was prepared, the Mayor’s_ reply 
certainly contained the admission that 
attending the Jewish school would 
have meant meeting with difficulties 
later on. 


The only vestige of Yiddish they — 


found was, the reporters said, the 
existence of a Yiddish weekly called 
the BiRO-BIDJANER SHTERN. This 
appeared to be a mere Yiddish copy 
of the local Russian paper, the 
BiRO-BIDJAN STAR. The Yiddish 


edition is run by Mr, Miller, formerly 


“the teacher in the Yiddish school.” 
The circulation of the Yiddish paper 
is about 5,000. 


Jewish Milk-Maids 


About thirty miles from the capital, 
the reporters found six Jewish families 
working in a kolchoz (collective 
farm) alongside 160 non-Jewish 
farmers. Near by was another farm 


with a larger number of Jews. Some 


of them from Germany and “even 
South America.” The manager of 
the Jewish group, Mr. Peller, told the 
Polish correspondents that “here we 
Jews are the dignitaries. We run the 
farm. But the neighbouring 


~kolchoz you will find that the best 


milk-maids are 
Shapiro.” 

’ Interesting and fresh as these details 
are, the conclusions of the two 
reporters are no less worth recording. 
“After a month in the Jewish 
Autonomous Region,” they state at 
the end of a long article, “ we came 
to know something about its prob- 
lems, Only a_ percentage of the 
population is Jewish. The majority 
of them do not attach any special 
importance to their Jewishness. On 
the contrary, they assimilate quickly. 
Of course, there can be no full 
assimilation. Even here the differ- 
ences are recognisable, The majority

A TIMELY question as to the 


basis of representation at Zionist 


Congresses has been raised by Dr. 
Emanuel Neumann in New York, 
as reported in our issue of last 
week. As a relic from the days 
when it was necessary to emphasise 
the importance of the small Jewish 
settlement in Palestine, Israel needs 
only half the number of shekel 
holders required in the Diaspora to 
elect a delegate to Congress. Now 
‘ that Israel is securely established 
. and Zionist work predominantly 
Diaspora phenomenon, this 
anomaly should be ended, as Dr. 
Neumann suggests, and it is gratify- 
ing’ to note that a recommendation 
to this effect will be placed before 
the Congress which is to be held 
in the spring of 1960. : 


But in raising this matter the 
American Zionist leader stops 
short at the brink of the prob- 
lem. What of the shekel_ itself, 


what of the whole _ structure 
and functioning of the World. 
Zionist Organisation? In_ its 


present state it accommodates the 
lumber. of more than half a cen- 
tury. Soon after the World Zionist 
Organisation «came into being 
territorial groups were naturally 
established, but this pattern was 
criss-crossed by separate party 
unions. For practical work, first 
the Jewish National Fund (Keren 
Kayemet) was established, and 
then the Keren Hayesod. They 
remain separate, though their fund- 
raising is partly co-ordinated. Then, 
apart from the two general funds 


there are separate party funds, 


which add to the unwieldiness and 
costliness of the structure. The 
Zionist Congress is the supreme 
governing body, and a nominal 
sum expended on the purchase of 
the shékel qualifies a person to vote 
for delegates. A mountain of effort, 
say for the J.P.A., gives no right 
at all. | 
Similar questions may be raised 
about the Jewish Agency, which is 
intimately involved in this problem. 
The Mandate for Palestine called 
for the establishment of the Jewish 
- Agency, in Which non-Zionists were 
originally represented. But though 
the non-Zionists have disappeared 
and the Mandate has ceased to 
operate, the Jewish Agency per- 
sists with its structure unchanged ; 
apparently as a kind of alias for 
‘the Zionist Organisation. The 
reluctance to do even the least job 
of organisational spring-cleaning 1s 
typified by the perpetuation in this 
country of the title Joint Palestine 
Appeal, even though Palestine dis- 
appeared from the map ten years 
ago. : 
-- Merely to revise the shekel ratio 
as between Israel and the Diaspora 
will give fairer representation to 
the latter, but will get nowhere 
near the roots of the problem. 
Obviously a complete reconstruc- 
tion of the organisational edifice is 
needed to make it more representa- 
tive of Jews throughout the world 
and better fitted to pursue its vital 
tasks. Without minimising the 
difficulties of the matter it is a 
regrettable indication of the lack of 
new thinking and the power of 
“vested interests that so little has 
keen attempted in this direction 
since the creation of the State 
revolutionised the situation. The 
gelations of Israel and the Diaspora 
call for political and cultural work 
and for the raising of funds to 
continue immigration and colonisa- 
tion. 
present anomalies of organisation 
“were resolved by the establishment 
of vigorous instruments to give 
effect to these two basic functions. 
The leaders of Diaspora Zionism 
will show their worth by under- 
taking the task themselves rather 
than waiting for history to pass 
them by.

On political grounds, too, this 
may seem a strange moment to 
choose for provoking a counter- 
attack, for it comes on the eve of 
Mr. Hammarskjoeld’s visit to the 
Middle East which he js under- 
taking at this season in order to 
attempt once more to bring the 
Christmas message of peace and 
good will to men. An incident 
such as that which took place over 
Nitsana can hardly assist his cause. 
Yet another reason why it is diffi- 
cult to gauge the Egyptian motive 
is that latterly President Nasser 
has been making what has appeared 
to be a more determined attempt to 
improve his relations with the 
West. examples of this 
change in-approach have been the 
cordial atmosphere which sur- 
rounded the visit of Mr. William 
Rountree to Cairo (in contrast to 
the rowdy reception which he sub- 
sequently received in Baghdad) and 
the agreement which has been 
initialled with the Anglo-Egyptian 
Oilfields, a subsidiary of the Shell 


concern. 


_ If one looks at the over-all posi- 
tion in the Arab countries there 
are Signs of strains and stresses, and 


disunity is appearing where a short — 


time ago the trend seemed to be 
towards closer co-operation. Not 
only is the Egyptian-Syrian union 
failing to fulfil its early expecta- 
tions, but the Iraqi revolution, 
which at first looked as though it 
would bring Baghdad into close 
harmony with Cairo, is now 
proving.to be a source of consider- 
able anxiety, while neither the 


Lebanon nor Jordan have fallen 


within the orbit of the U.A.R. ; 
If the vaunted Arab unity is dis- 


turbed there is one sure method of 


restoring it—to stigmatise Israel] as 
an aggressor and to bring all the 
Arabs together in concentrating 
their attention upon the Jewish 
State. It is possible that we have 
here the explanation for the attacks 
along the frontiers of Israel. If =

JEWISH PROVINCE 


THE latest report from Biro- 
Bidjan makes melancholy reading 
indeed. Not since Harrison Salis- 
bury, of the NEw York TIMEs, 
visited the place some five years 
ago, has there been such an illumi- 
mating account as the one in the 
Polish Swat, extracts of which 
we publish in this week’s issue. 
Biro-Bidjan still called the 
Autonomous Jewish Region. But 
to all intents and purposes little 
more than the name _ remains. 
There are no Jewish schools, no 
theatres, no cultural organisation, 
no rabbi, and no teacher. The two 
Yiddish schools, it appears, have 
been closed, and the synagogue 
mysteriously burnt down two years 
ago has not been rebuilt. The only 
Yiddish «paper published. is 
apparenily nothing more than a 
copy of the local Communist 
weekly. So much for autonomy. 
Nothing is more eloquent of the 


meaninglessness of it all than the 


pathetic pantomime described of 
the chazan who late at night 
Staged a performance of religious 
rites, presumably to prove to the 
two Polish reporters that religion 
is free in Biro-Bidjan. When the 
idea of a Jewish State in the 
U.S.S.R. was first mooted, the late 
President, Kalinin, declared: “ The 
whole Soviet Union will help to 
build the Jewish Autonomous 
Province.” Proclaiming the third 
Five-Year Plan the Russian press 
said that 150,000 Jews would be 
settled there by 1945. Russia has 
accomplished much since those 
days. But this scheme which was 
to prove. Jewish equality under 
Communism has now been reduced 


to a miserable and doomed rem- 
nant of a transplanted population, 
and compares most unfavourably 
with other Autonomous Regions in 
the U.S.S.R. 


UNSTATESMANLIKE 


As expressed by Dr. Fox last 
week, the attitude of the Zionist 
Federation towards the co-ordina- 
tion of Jewish day school activities 
is about as unstatesmanlike as it 
could be. He delayed responding 
to our inquiry because. a com- 
mittee meeting was impending. 
When Dr. Fox did feel enabled 
to reply, Rabbi Schonfeld had 
already given his views, and Dr. 
Fox seizes upon their tenor to 
pronounce any discussion with the 
Jewish Secondary Schools Move- 
ment as “obviously a waste of 
time.” It is true that Dr. Schonfeld 
was his usual bellicose self, but his 
references to the activities of the 
Zionist Federation, though force- 
fully expressed, were nothing more 
than’ what might have been 


expected of him; and the leaders. 


of the Zionist Federation have 
never seemed to be shoots of such 
tender growth as to wilt before 
even the strongest verbal gusts. 
The all-important thing is that Dr. 
Schonfeld’s statement did not rule 
out co-ordination, and the leaders 
of the Zionist Federation should 
not allow the spice with which it 
was garnished to serve as a reason 
for even appearing unwilling to 
discuss co-ordination. Can a round- 
table talk, even though jt might 
prove fruitless, be too high a price 
to pay for the sound development 


of this increasingly important facet — 


of Jewish education.? 


TABLE MANNERS 


AT last week’s meeting of the 
Council of the Kosher School- 
Meals Service complaint was made 
that while the girls and boys 
greatly enjoyed their repast—and 
none, like Oliver Twist, needed to 
ask for more—some. of them 
were unruly and _ ill-mannered. 
But perhaps children have not 
hitherto always been set the right 
example by their elders. Not every 
m'lava malka attended by grown- 
ups is distinguished by the delicacy 
of table manners which should char- 
acterise such a royal occasion. Nor 
are our public dinners always note- 
worthy for the example set by 
adult communal leaders in curbing 
their propensity to speechifying. In 
prandial habits, as in so much 
else, “the child is father of the 
man.” Yet a whole Talmudical 
tractate’ is devoted to the sub- 
ject of Derech Eretz (good 
manners) and a_ considerable 
portion of it discusses.the theme 
of “table manners” (Derech 
Eretz Bi-Seudah). be 
pleaded in extenuation that some 
of our exuberant youngsters at their 
kosher meal are anticipating the 
reward of the righteous who will 
feast on roast leviathan in the 
world to come. . This celestial 
scene has been described with 
gusto in Louis Untermeyer’s 
delightful poem:

Hope for Co-operation 


Sirn,—Recent comments in your 
columns concerning the withdrawal 
four years ago of Roman Catholics 
from the Council of Christians and 
Jews, and the desirability of some 
renewal of the happy and fruitful 
association of earlier days, ‘suggest 
that a brief résumé of the salient facts 
might be helpful to your readers. 


In December, 1950, the Council was 
informed that a private directive had 
been issued by the Vatican to the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy throughout 
the world warning them against 
association with “the International 
Council of Christians and Jews” on 
the ground that it was tending to 
religious indifferentism, although there 
was by that time no such International 
Council in existence. An attempt to 
set up an International Council of 
Christians and Jews had in_ fact 
broken down some two years before 


' following an International Conference 


of Christians and Jews at Fribourg in 
Since .the directive made no 
reference to Roman Catholic partici- 
pation in the various national councils 
or organisations of Christians and 
Jews, it was generally assumed not to 
apply to these bodies. In the case of 
the British Council of Christians and 
Jews, however, we understand that 
the then Cardinal Archbishop. of 
Westminster, Cardinal Griffin, decided 
to seek further clarification. In due 
course, om November 6, 1954, the 
Council was informed that a further 
directive had been received at Arch- 
bishop’s House, Westminster, requir- 
ing the Cardinal to instruct all 
Romar Catholics to withdraw from 
the \Co 1 for reasons connected 
with religious indifferentism. 

This directive, which caused con- 
siderable distress both to the Council 
and to those Roman Catholics who 


had been actively associated with jt. 
prompted Mr. Edmund de Rothschild 


. to inquire whether the Cardinal would 


seek permission from Rome tg 
appoint representatives to study the 
situation with representatives of the 
Council and to make recommenda- 
tions concerning a possible basis for 
the renewal of co-operation. Per. 
mission was granted, representatives 
appointed by both parties, and in due 
course an agreed memorandum was 
presented to Cardinal Griffin and 


approved by him. 


This document was forwarded by 
the Cardinal to the Holy Office for 
consideration. So far as is known 
no decision has been taken concern- 
ing the proposals contained in it, 
In the meantime Roman Catholics 
have continued in several other 
countries to co-operate with organisa- 
tions of Christians and Jews, and, 
indeed, have recently taken the 
initiative in setting up a Council of 
Christians and Jews in Buenos Aires 
whose aims were publicly stated to 
be based upon those of the Council 
in this country. 

Such is the background to a Situa- 
tion which many of our Roman 
Catholic friends have publicly stated 
that they regret as much as their 
former colleagues in the Council, and 
which encourages the hope that co- 
operation between us may again be 
made possible in some form or 
another. In the meantime, however, 
it should be clearly understood both 
in the interests of the individuals con- 
cerned and of the Council itself that 
recent expressions of opinion on this 
matter, as reported in the columns 
of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and else- 
where, have in no wav been prompted 
or sponsored by the Council, ae

other sphere of English higher 
academic life. In all the correspon- 
dence only Mr. Edwin Prince men- 
tioned some vague “good” that 
comes out of a public school. 


I wish someone would explain the 
nature of this particular “good” as 
distinct from the “good” of a State 
grammar-school, for | am _ still open 
to enlightenment.

Sir,—Without offering any opinion 
as to whether the problem of reli- 
gious ministration and Jewish educa- 
tion in small communities should be 
tackled by Provincial Representative 
Councils or by some other body, I 
feel that it should be known that— 
as is known by the Board of Deputies 
~-the problem has been mentioned 
many times in discussions at meetings 
of Anglo-Jewish ministers and that it 
was discussed again at the last Con- 
ference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers. 

It is also to be noted that for more 
than seventy years the Provincial

ETER SHAFFER - rather 
Suggests a sophisticated 


teddy-bear. He is quick, 
agile, and combative, a_ brilliant 
mimic and conversationalist, who 
gives, however, an impression of 
warmth rather than malice. 

His play “ Five-Finger Exercise,” 
directed by Sir John Gielgud, is 
still going strong as a marathon 
runner at the Comedy; Princess 
Margaret has been to see it twice.

“The Salt Land,” says Shaffer, 
dealt with “the tragic situation at 
the heart of the Jewish predica- 
ment, which seems to be exemplified 
in the Jewish State, and seemed to 
me to centre on the problem of 
immigration. You either have an 
ideal State or a real State. An 


ideal State exists at some future 


time : it’s a beacon. Immediately 
you've found it, it runs the danger 
of becoming one more small Middle 


| Eastern State competing for 
-favours and power with all the 
others. 

Two Sides 


“ The nature of tragedy is not a 


conflict between right and wrong, 
| but between right and right. If 


you have, as in ‘The Salt Land,’ 
one brother who believes Palestine 
is the land of the Bible, open to 
all Jews, irrespective of where they 
come from, this is an jdeal stan- 
dard : Palestine cannot contain all 
these. If you oppose to him a 
brother who says * Israel is a State, 
it must be solvent, and, therefore, 
it must limit immigration to people 
who are useful to us,’ you immedi- 
ately have a tragic situation. 
“They have never made up their 


minds whether it’s an ideal State 
or whether it’s ‘that place next to 
Syria. This is not -to belittle the 
idea of Israel; I'm sure it’s a 
tremendously exciting way of life. 


It was inevitable, but the dilemma 


at the very heart of its existence is 
tragic, nevertheless. 

“If you believe the end justifies 
the means, you become ruthless. 
If you believe Israel is a political, 
economic, functioning State, you 
betray at every point the jdea of 
Zion in the Bible.” 

On the subject of religious belief, 
his feelings are both complex and 
intense. “I think 
it’s very much the 
failure of the 
corpus of Judaism 
in England that 
one would | be 
extremely hard to 
put to it to say 
what a_ believing 
Jew is supposed 
to believe on any 
fundamental reli- 
gious problem. 
When people talk 
about Judaism 
they're simply 
talking about Yid- 
dishkeit really, 
and I’m sick and 
tired of Yiddish- 
keit: it’s to me 
the most boring 
thing in the 
world. They go 
on and on about 
the universality 
of Judaism, but 
if they came face 
to face with a 
Chinese Jew 
they'd have noth- 
ing to say to 
him. 

“If you ask,a Catholic what he 
believes he won't be able to quote 
you St. Thomas Aquinas: but what 
he will be able to do, more or less, 
is tell you what 
Church bids you believe on all the 


major problems in our, life; the. 


profound problem expressed by 
the words Original Sin, for 
example. On the problem of 
guilt and redemption, the nature of 
salvation, even, really, the nature 
of immortality, the Jewish religion 
is virtually silent. Of course, it’s 
obviously there in books you find 
in hbraries. But I doubt very 
much if you can ask any Jew in 


London, except a rabbi, Does the - 
Jewish religion believe in immor- 


the Catholic 
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tality ? and get a coherent answer. 

“ Ask any Jew of 30 or 35 what 
Judaism has to say on these topics, 
and he’ll look at you as if you were 


mad, as if it were the concern of 


the rabbis, although it’s his soul and 
his predestination and his free will 
which are involved. 

“Tf one felt bowed down, on 
one’s knees in some dirty little 
room, with the guilt of the world 
on one’s shoulders—as Luther did 
when he left the Catholic Church 
—one would turn to English 
Judaism—for what? Gefiillte fish? 
This is not a faith: it’s a sort of 


neighbourhood solidarity circle. It 
has nothing to do with what one 
suspects to be the appalking truths 
of the nature of Divinity, 

* One has the spectacle of a large 
community insisting on conformity 
to a spiritual outlook which they 
couldn’t define or begin to define, 
expressed in a language which most 
of them couldn’t begin to. translate 
—and if this isn’t lunacy 1 don't 
know what is. I believe that a real 
Jew, observing the traditions and 
practices of Judaism, would be a 
most alarming figure to most 
English Jews today. 

“ve always felt there to be a 
profound difference between the 
world of spiritual.perception and 


- either say: 


ethical action. The Jewish religion 
has always had a great deal to say 
—indeed, too much—about ethical 
action, but personally I don’t feel 
the whole. of religious experience is 
concerned with society at all. Il 
think that all that can be said 
profitably about ethical action in 
social terms can be said just as well 
by your humanists, or even 
utilitarians. 

“What am I supposed to believe 
in, in other words? I believe very 
much in the liberal and ethical side 
of Judaism, which tells me, for 
example, not to kick a man when 
he’s down. But I would not kick 
a man when he’s down anyway : 
and there are innumerable other 
reasons for this; because I 
wouldn’t want him to kick me when 
1 was down—or simply out of 
ordinary humanitarianism. I find 
that the spiritual side of Judaism 
is extremely dull.” 

As for the future of the Jewish 
community in England, he feels 
that it is compromised by the joint 
realities of Israel and the present 
religious confusion. “They must 
‘We are Jews, and, 
therefore, ipso facto citizens of 
Israel,’ which is completely untrue 
in fact, or else they are thrown back 
on saying: “We are Jews because 
we believe in something special.” 
But what? And how special ? 


Raison d’étre 


“T think it’s extremely difficult 
for an artist to make a statement 
of universal validity from within 
the Anglo-Jewish community. 


~Don’t you think that a group which 


has its reason for existing as a 
separate national group taken 


away, and which is increasingly 


losing its religious insights, will get 
increasingly neurotic and insistent 
on tradition? I think the last 
despairing call of a culture is to 
its past. 

“People say: Do you feel 
Jewish ?. I have no idea what this 
question means. I would like to 
be thought of as Jewish, by an 
antisemite, but I have no_ real 
definition of the word. Do I belong 
to a Jewish community? No, 
because all the ‘ belonging’ seems 
to me to be a very comfortable 
form of social solidarity. ’m not an 
atheist, I’m the very reverse. 
believe both ‘The Salt Land’ and 
‘Five-Finger Exercise’ to be 
religious plays.”

HREE months ago a New 

York City newspaper reported 

that the National Theatre on 
Houston Street, a Yiddish play- 
house for over half a century, was 
being demolished, and that an office 
building was to rise in its place. 
The news of doomed theatres has 
become a commonplace in both 
New York and London, but the 


passing of the National is particu- 


larly significant, for it leaves only 
one Yiddish theatre (the Second 


Avenue) in that ancient part of 


New York that once boasted itself 
“the home of the Yiddish 
theatres.” 

Perhaps it is far too late for post- 
mortems, for the Yiddish theatre 
had been languishing in New York 


since the end of the Second World 


War. In the good old days, the 
early years of the century and on 
into the ’20s and °30s, the Yiddish 
theatre boasted over a dozen dif- 
ferent houses playing everything 
from vaudeville to Shakespeare. 
Molly Picon was hailed as the 
Sweetheart of Second Avenue, and 
all of that colourful guartier turned 
out to see her latest show. During 
the heyday of the Yiddish theatre 


' Maurice Schwartz built the Art 


Theatre on Second Avenue and 
Twelfth Street. He called it then 


“the fulfilment of my life’s dream.” 


Today it stands as the English- 


‘language Phoenix Theatre, one of 


‘the leading off-Broadway houses.

Jacob Gordin and the works of 
Abraham Goldfaden ; Jacob Adler 
as Shylock and Maurice Schwartz 
in “ The Brothers Ashkenazy.” 
The demise of the Yiddish 
theatre was inevitable for a variety 
of reasons. First, the unemploy- 
ment problem among the American 
acting profession was so great that 
it practically demanded the creation 
of a new off-Broadway theatre. 
With the kind of burning frustra- 


tion that so often underlies the 


most dynamic creative undertak- 
ings, out-of-work actors and 
actresses took over playhouses all 
along New York’s East Side and 
began displaying their talents. 
Beside the needs of the American 
acting profession, the desires of the 
comparatively minute Yiddish 
theatre public were negligible. 


Nor did that public rally to the 
support of the threatened Yiddish 
theatres. They seemed to know its 
time had come. However, the 
decline of the Yiddish theatre can 
in no way be attributed to Yiddish 
apathy. Its own musty productions 
and lack of ingenuity created that 
apathy and maintained it for many 
years. The musical comedies were 
sorry amalgams of corny jokes and 
stock situations; the performers, 
mostly old troupers, playing to 
audiences which they erroneously 
believed still remembered the great 
days of Goldfaden, Adler, and 
Gordin. There was never an 
attempt made to infuse new blood 


into the medium. In addition 
the emphasis was always on family 
entertainment rather than a com- 
mentary on Yiddish life, or involve- 
ment with Yiddish problems. The 
comedies and musicals outweighed 
all the dramas, and the dramas that 
were staged inevitably turned into 
melodramas. 

An optimistic view might be that 


the new off-Broadway activity has.

given the American drama an 
unlooked-for shot of adrenalin. It 
has produced new writers, actors, 
and producers. But whatever 
quality exists, it is all conventional, 
Otf-beat and experimental as it may 
be, it is all part of the American 
drama and the Broadway tradition.

AY a Jew go bareheaded ? 
The reply would have 
been in the negative had 
this question been asked ‘a genera- 
tion ago. Today it is a question 
not easy of answer. Many who 
conform to the minutiz of Ortho- 
dox practice are accustomed to 
In the State of Israel 
it seems to have become an 
unofficial distinction between the 
religious Jew (dati) and_ the 
irreligious ; in Anglo-Jewry it is 
one of the main contentious issues 
between Orthodox and Liberal. 
To ihe former,-worship in the syna- 
gogue bareheaded has become the 
sin ne plus ultra. What has the 
authentic voice of Judaism to say 
on the question ? 


No.- Laws 


Neither the Bible nor the Talmud 
contains any explicit prohibition 
against walking without a hat. On 
the contrary, it would appear that 
our Biblical ancestors walked bare- 
headed. Some scholars (S. Krauss 
and Z. Lauterbach) aver that there 
is no definite Jaw in Bible or 
Talmud prescribing the covering of 
the head even when praying. It - 
was only the priest whose head was - 
covered for the sacrificial service. 

The Talmud has many references, 
but nowhere are they couched as 
laws. Perhaps the first reference 
is in the Mishna that ** women shall 
not be seen.in the streets with their 
hair uncovered.” This being dis- 
regarded constituted grounds foz 
divorce. It would therefore seem 
that a prohibition first applied to 
women later included men.  Else- 
where it appears that covering of 
the head was a_ prophylactic 
(segula) against impiety and dis- 
honesty. A rabbi expressed the 
opinion that this prohibition applies 
to the act of walking only, it being 
permissible to sit or stand bare- 
headed. The Shulchan Aruch states. 
that apart from prayer, when 
covering the head is obligatory, to. 
do so at all other times is mainly | 
an act of piety. | 


Lenient View 


Post-Talmudic codifiers, forbid- 
ding bareheadedness at all times, 
applaud the wearing of a hat as a 
pious custom adding to reverence 
and modesty. Ezekiel instances 
the removal of headgear as a sign 
of disgrace. Other authorities con- 
nect bareheadedness with Gentile 
practices which the Bible frowns 
upon, lest it lead to idolatry. The 
Vilna Gaon, surprisingly, takes a 
lenient view, and, in his gloszes to 
the Orah Hayim, quoting the 
Zohar, observes that there is no 
absolute prohibition, except during 
prayer, or when in the presence of 
great scholars. | 

Solomon Luria was asked 
whether one subject to headaches 
may eat without a hat. He replied 
that while there is no explicit 
prohibition even against praying

MEAT PRICES 


Keen Competition 
in U.S.A. 


Sirn,—A 


: recent letter in your 
columns, in. which “ Housewife 
compared kosher and trefa meat 


prices, was of particular interest to 
me. | cannot generalise for the 


whole country, but in this part of the 


United States there is very keen com- 
petition among kosher butchers. 

The  shochetim are employed 
directly by packing companies, who 
compete with each other. The num- 
ber of families who are wavering 
between buying kosher . and trefa 
meat is proportionally greater than in 
England, so that the competition of 
the trefa butcher is real. The kosher 
butchers satisfy all the requirements 
of the Orthodox American rabbinate. 

Nevertheless, as a result of all this 
competition they sell kosher meat at 
prices which are virtually the. same 
as trefa meat. Obviously, therefore, 
there is no need for the special 
expenses associated with shechita to 
be reflected to any extent in the cost 
of kosher meat.

We have never 
thought of a solution in alliance with 
the persecutor. So poor Cornelia, 
with her passion to restore justice and 
freedom, has not discovered’ the 
secret. Her verdict is not for us. 
Remember the days of. old, consider 
the record of Israel and, at the same 
time, look at the travesty of religion 
that professors of the same creed in 
various countries are continually 
arrayed in hatred one against the 
other, and then ask yourself whether 
fear of the devil we know is not 
better than fear of the devil we do not 
know. 

So the rabbi believes in the possi- 
bility of salvation through search of 
the evils that lie within ourselves. The 
novelist imagines that our own. ills 
can be cured by recognising the pos- 
sible blessings that may ensue from 
assimiliation. Only Jonah left the 
ship to dive into the water. But he 
soon came to dry land and proclaimed 
his message. |

S59 (Europe Without 
Children), by Dr. M.° Dvorjetski (Yad 
Vashem, Jerusalem), is well-docu- 
mented work on the Nazi plan for the 
biological destruction through  miass- 
sterilisation of racially ‘undesirable ” 
elements, comprising in effect most_ of 
Europe’s non-German population, Ger- 
man doctors, including the notorious 
Carl Clauberg, prepared and participated 
in this form of genocide, and gave their 
pseudo-scientific support for the mass- 
murder both of the living and the 
unborn. Large-scale experiments in 
sterilising both men and women were 
carried out, especially at concentration 
camps, and in addition to Jews, parti- 
cularly Dutch Jews, gipsies suffered most 


- from this. diabolical Nazi scheme. No 


precise figures of the number of victims 
are available, but it is known that In 
Hamburg alone 15.816 women were 


sterilised,

Cider Cup (1) 


Cider, 1 qt.: orange squash, } pt 
cinnamon, teaspoon- 
ful; rind of a lemon; 1 syphon soda 
water. 

Mix the cider, orange squash, sugar, 
lemond rind, and cinnamon and chill 
Before serving strain 
and add the soda water. 


Cider Cup (2) 
China tea, 1 pt. ; cider, 1 qt. ; sugar, 
2 oz.: 2 oranges; 1 lentron. 
INFUSE the tea, pour it on to the 
Sugar and leave till cold. Then add 
the strained juice of the oranges and 


chill. Before serving add the chilled 
cider and the lemon cut into thin 
slices. 
Claret Cup 

One bottle of claret (or any red 
wine): soda water, 1 pt.: sugar, 
2 02z.; water, + teacup: 1 lemon.

hatless, yet it is forbidden to olfend 
the susceptibilities of those to 
whom covering the head has 
become essential. Considering the 
forthrightness of Luria, his reply 
shows how deep-rooted the custom 
of covering the head had now 
become. An established cusiom 
has the force of law. This explains, 
for instance, why the second day 


of a Festival is still observed in> 


the Galut. 

Luria adds: “I do not know of 
any prohibition against even the 
pronouncing of blessings without 
covering the head, though R. Israel 
Isserlein forbids the mention of the 
Divine Name when hatless; but | 
do not know whence he derives 
this Jaw. In fact he states that 
whereas some maintain thai it is 
forbidden to recite the Shema pub- 
hicly without head-covering, others 
permit it. The same applies to the 
recital of any other prayer or bless- 
ing.” The question to ask our- 
selves is whether Luria refers here 
only to the extra head-covering, 
in addition to the ubiquitous 
yarmulka. Have many scholars 
erred in the real meaning of atiphat 
rosh (covering the head)? | To this 
day the ultra-pious wear their hats 
when praying or when reciting 
Grace, though they always wear a 
varmuika. Some even iake par- 
ticular care that it be not dislodged 
from their heads even: when they 
are asleep. 


Additional Covering 


Significant is Luria’s conclusion: 
“Were it not for the fact that I 
am not accustomed to differ from 
our ancient teachers, yet if there 
were some great scholars who 
would stand by my side in_ this 


matter I would be inclined to allow: 


the recitation of all our prayers 
with the head uncovered.” Here, 
again, we infer that this means 
without the additional covering of 
the hat or tailit when praying. for 
to go about. bareheaded is totally 
unthinkable among - the | strictly 
Orthodox. 

It is clear that no modern rabbi 
has the authority to permit the 
ever-growing custom of going 
about bareheaded. Whether “ cover- 
ing the head” means covering a 
bare head or adding more elaborate 
headgear to the yarmulka, the rabbi 
today is powerless to interfere with 
an established custom, even if many 
these days honour it more in the 
breach than in the observance. To 
go bareheaded, even in the privacy 
of one’s home, is forbidden for 
fear of being seen by others—a 
principle known in our codes as 
Mar’it Ha'ayin (for the sake of 
appearances). 

It is true that many customs 
mentioned in our Codes have 
passed into oblivion, yet it would 
be a wrench with a pious past if 
bareheadedness became the rule, as 
it is now fast becoming.

the trial of a Jew who took the 
Bible oath bareheaded. The oppos- 
ing solicitor objected, on the ground 
that, among Jews, such an oath was 
not considered valid. The judge 
sustained the objection. This 
decision of an English judge would 
appear to be even more rigid than 
that of some great rabbinical 


authorities, who do permit the Jew © 


to take the oath with uncovered 
head when forced to do so by 
secular authority.

DR. LION FEUCHTWANGER 


Dr, Lion Feuchtwanger, the author 
of “ Jew Siiss” and many other best- 
selling novels, died at the Mount Sinai 
Hospital, Los Angeles, on Sunday, at 
the age of 74, as reported on page 1. 

The renowned author was the 
recipient of many prizes and honours 
for his contributions to world litera- 
ture. They included the National Prize 


for Art and Literature (First Class), 


awarded to him in 1953 by the East 
German authorities, and the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Laws by the 
Humboldt University. in East Berlin, 
in 1954, 

Dr. Feuchtwanger was born in 
Munich. When the Nazis came to 
power all his property, including 
valuable books and manuscripts, was 
confiscated and he was forced to 
leave the country and live in France, 
Towards the end of 1933 he paid 
his second visit to England, where he 
was the guest of honour at a 
luncheon arranged by the Central 


British Fund at the Savoy Hotel to 
launch an appeal to help German 
Jewish refugees, He had previously 
been here in 1929 for the stage pro- 
duction of “Jew Siiss.” 

With the outbreak of the Second 
World War Dr. Feuchtwanger was 
interned in France, but in 1940 he 
escaped from the Nazis with the help 
of some Americans and eventually 
reached New York, He has been 
living in California since 1941, 

Besides * Jew Stiss ” other successful 
novels of Feuchtwanger’s included 
“The Ugly Duchess” (1928), 
* Success * (1929), * Josephus ” (1932), 
“The Jew of Rome” (1936),

TWO FOR THE 
SEESAW 


William Gibson's play. “ Two for 
the Seesaw,” at the Haymarket. is a 
sort of modernised American version 
of “La Dame aux Camiélias,” with a 
cast of only two (unless we grant the 
claim of the persistent telephone to 
acting status).

Jacob adopted these two grandsons 
who had been born in Egypt to be 
as his own sons, Later in_ history 
we read how their tribes had their 
portion in the Promised Land and 
how their own standards were carried 
on the journey through the desert. 
After the lads had retired, Jacob 
blessed each of his sons separately.

He was fully aware of their weak-. 


nesses and bade them to be on the 
look-out for their faults. The bless- 
ing that he gave to each of them 
contained some reference to their 
Jacob told Reuben that his 
descendants would be heroes in the 
Torah and heroes in war.  Issachar 
would be blessed with descendants 
that would become scholars and 
members of the Sanhedrin. Zebulun 
was promised that his tribe would 
conquer the sea coast as far as Zidon, 

In blessing Dan, Jacob prophesied 


the might of Samson, who - would 


confer victory his people. 
Naphtali was promised that all fruits 
in his portion would ripen quickly 
and they would be offered as presents 
to kings. He also foretold that kings 
would come from the family of 
Judah and that the priesthood would 
be: given to the tribe of Levi. We 
have only to read our Jewish history 
to know that all. this became fact. 

When Jacob died, Joseph, in his 
high position at the court of Egypt, 
asked Pharaoh for permission to take 
his father’s body to Canaan and to 
bury him there. The Midrash gives 
us a wonderful description of the 
funeral procession and the numbers 
of princes and nobles from Egypt that 
escorted the body. 


David and Solomon 


Now let us turn to our portion 
from the Prophets that always fol- 
lows the Torah. It is taken this week 
from the First Book of Kings and 
records the death of another great 
man, David, King of Israel. We note 
the wise advice that David gives to 
his heir, Prince Solomon. The dying 
king asks his son to see that a 
Temple is built for the worship: of 
God. He beseeches Solomon: “ Be 
thou strong, therefore, and show 
thyself a man‘and keep the charge 
of the Lord thy God.” It had always 
been David’s great desire to build the 
‘Temple, but God had advised him to 
leave this duty to Solomon, 


Another lovable trait was'shown by 


David when he asked Solomon to 
return kindness to all those who had 
befriended him. David recalls how 
when Saul was king, his life had 
been in. danger. David wanted to 
show appreciation for the acts of 
kindness from Jonathan’s family to 
his more humble friends. He 
specially mentions the sons. of 
Barzillai the Gileadite, and he felt 
confident that Solomon would remain 
true to the memory of his father and 
zealous for the welfare of the nation 
entrusted to his care.

J.N.F.—it “is 
familiarly known by its initials—-has 
begun many plans for British Jews to 
plant forests, including the Balfour 
Forest, the King George V_ Forest, 
and the Queen Elizabeth II Forest. 
Another is the Independence Forest, 
which marks Israel’s tenth anniver- 
sary, and a_ special emblem was 
designed to distinguish it, a Magen 
David, in the shape of a budding tree. 

Another example of a domestic 
emblem is that of a Jewish charitable 
in Manchester, formed of 
kindly men who organise’ various 
events to help good causes.

British Investment 


It has been reported that a British 
firm is investing about £450,000 
in a factory for the production of 
phosphorus in the new town of 


Dimona, south of Beersheba. Other 
partners in the enterprise are the 
Histadrut and Chemicals and 


Fertilisers Company of Haifa. 

At Sunday’s Cabinet meeting Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, the Premier, is said to 
have sharply rebuked Mr. Bentov for 
publishing the two letters. Mr. 
Bentov is reported to have replied 
that he had no intention of resigning 
and that it was for the Premier to 
take any action. (In order to dismiss 
a Cabinet Minister the Premier has 
himself to resign, together with the 
rest of the Cabinet.) 

The Cabinet spent six hours diséys- 
sing the Budget estimates which, 
as already reported, amount to 
1£1,500,000,000 (about £300,000,000).
